The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: : None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses an apparatus for joining a first 
body vessel and a second body vessel, where the apparatus includes, inter alia, a 
tubular body supporting an onion portion, a sleeve having an expandable cuff and a 
lumen for receiving the tubular body, and a plunger assembly received in the tubular 
body, where the onion portion comprises a plurality of ribs defining a plurality of 
longitudinally oriented slots, the onion portion having a first configuration where the ribs 
are within a radial dimension of the tubular body and a second configuration where the 
ribs are outside the radial dimension of the tubular body; and where the onion portion 
has a plurality of barbs for engaging the first body vessel, the barbs being arranged to 
face in a proximal direction when the onion portion is in the second configuration.
